Customs authorities said that 
the gang smuggled over 30,000,-

kilogrammes (about 12760 
pounds) of coffee into Germany, 
tnost of it hidden in cars. 


In September, German

@iscursed formally during the 
present Assembly. 

The Secretary of State, Mr 
Dean Acheson, replying to the 
Soviet call for Communist 
China's admission, said that 
this was impossible while the 
Peking Government defied 
United Nations authority in 
Korea, 

Earlier, Mr Vyshinsky had said 
that the suggestion of dn Inter- 
national Commis:ion on German 
elections was used oniy by those 
who wanted to Welay German 
unification. 

The Germans themselves 
should deal with the matter, he 
said. 

Sir Gladwyn Jebb (Britain)

The Soviet Union and the 
Philippines asked that the 
agenda include the Moreccan 
issue, listed formally as a “com- 
plaint of violation by France in 
Morocco of the principles of the 
Charter and the Declaration of 
Humen Rights.” It wag intro- 
duced by a bloc of Arab States. 

The issu2 is belng brought up 
while Western powers are try- 
ang to get the Arab States to 
participate in ao new Middle 
East Command. Egypt cpposes 
this. Leaders of the Arab 
States last right. heard -Egypt 
explain her opposition, but 
they took no decision on 
participation in the plan. 

Filipino support of the Arab 
States on the “Moroccan issue 
was a surprise. Usually the 
Philippines vote wilh the 
Western powers, who have been 
seeking to sidetrack the 
politically ticklish question. 

Carlos P. Romulo, Philippine 
delegate, said his dele- 
gation was not commilting 
itself on how it might ultimate- 
ly vote on the complaint, when 
and if it gets onto the Assembly 
agenda. He said, however, the 
Philippines “will always 
espouse the right of non-self- 
governing peoples who fecl 
their tights are being down- 
trodden,’ 

The Arab bloc, encouraged by 
Filipino support, fs likely to use 
the next few days in canvassing 
other delegations in the hope of 
picking up further votes.

TIDE OF EVENTS

This dislocated) the British 
economy, It put the British tn 
‘he postticn of spending more 
than they earn. Tn short, ‘hey 
have been living beycnd their 
means now. 

This is a brief explanation of 
why the British are no. pro- 
ducers, They have to import 
caw materials, including food, 
which are then put througn 
British factories. 

The finished products are then 
sold abroad to make money for 
he British. With the money 
‘hey can buy more, make moze, 
sell more. That was the way 
it was going until rearmament 
started. 

Now much of the raw 
materials brought in are put 
through the factories and come 
out as weapons which don't 
hawe a re-sale value. 

The chilling part about the 
news is this: it rafses the ques- 
tion of when will ‘this stop? 
when will the US and_ its 
Allies reach a point when. they 
won't care to come to America 
tor help? And how long can the 
US keep on giving such help, 
raising taxes, ‘without going 
broke?—-Associated Press.

The seventh time he got near 
her, he continued, but big’ seas 
swamped the boat, dumping 
the men into the water, One 


looped over the wrist of one ot 
the drowning men but the mat 
was too weak to take hold.
